The Pope was expected to issue his 
encyclical a few days after his radio 
address commemorating the fortieth 
anniversary of Pope Leo's famous la. 
bor utterances. The radio address was 
directed to 10,000 representatives of 
labor organizations of aii parts of the 
world. The Pope spoke over Station 
HVJ for half an hour, 

The encyclical of Leo XIII was re 
garded as revolutionary at the time 
in ecomonic thought, and it is believed 
that Pope Pius will carry it a long 
step further. 

Pope Leo declared the workman's 
right to a living wage which would 
enable himself and his family to live 
well but frugally, to save something 
and in time to own some property. He 
urged the formation of labor unions 
to secure this right.

The recent decree of sanction and even of encouragement 


of artificial Birth Control in a limited way, which was pro- 
mulgated by the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, is based on the same false philosophy which dictates 
the Protestant attitude towards divorce, namely, Expediency 
—suggested by the hardships which would otherwise attend 
married life. 


The stand of the Catholic Church is also the Lutheran 
stand if it is properly represented by the President of the 
Lutheran Church in America, the Rev. Dr. 
Frederick H. Knubel, who is quoted as 
saying: 


Stand of Other 
Organizations 


_ “It is of prime significance that the present agit- 
ation for Birth Control occurs at a period which is 
notorious for looseness in sexual morality. This fact 
creates suspicion as to the motives for the agitation 
and should warn true-minded men and women against 
the surrender of themselves as tools for unholy pur- 
poses. The duty of the Church is now possibly more 
than ever fo proclaim the holiness of the sexual rela- 
tion as well as temperance in the use thereof. There 
will then be no need for Birth Control.” 

An attitude equally determined was taken by Rev. Dr, 
Howard Chandler Robbins, Chairman of the Committee on 
“Marriage and the Home” of the Federal Council. Rev. Dr. 
Robbins is a professor in the General Theological Seminary 
of the Protestant Episcopal] Church. 


It is noteworthy that Mrs. Robert E. Speer, President of 
the National Board of the Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion, and Mrs. Orrin R. Judd, President of the Council of Wo- 
men for Home Missions, both representing large bodies of 
American Protestant women, refused to endorse the Federal 
Council’s pronouncement on Birth Control. 


Few important dailies of the United States commented 
on the Federal Council’s report editorially except to condemn 
it. This should make it clear that public opinion is not so 
strongly in favor of the birth control idea 
as its advocates would lead the American 
people to imagine. Do not the big papers 
cater to what they believe to be the popular demand? The 
WASHINGTON POST, on March 22nd., 1931, carried a scath- 
ing editorial in denunciation of the Federal Council's report in 
the following words: 


The Press 
Attitude 


“Carried to its logical conclusion, the commit- 
tee’s report, if carried into effect, would sound the 
death-knell of marriage as a holy institution, by es- 
tablishing degrading practises which would encour- 
age indiscriminate immorality. The suggestion that 
the use of legalized contraceptives would be “careful 
and restrained” is preposterous. 


“It is the misfortune of the churches that they 
are too often misused by visionaries for the promo- 
tion of “reforms” in fields foreign to religion. The 
departures from Christian teachings are astounding 
in many cases, leaving the beholder aghast at the 
willingness of some churches to discard the ancient 
injunction to teach ‘Christ and Him crucified.’ If the 
churches are to become organizations for political 
and scientific propaganda they should be honest and 
reject the Bible, scoff at Christ as an obsolete and un- 
scientific teacher, and strike out boldly as champions

Catholic Converts. After commenting on the number of 
converts received into the Catholic Church during the year 
1930, as reported by Kenedy’s Official Catholic Directory, 
the writer calls attention to a long list of very prominent 
people who have come into the Catholic Church in other 
countries recently, and partiuclarly in England. He points 
out that an average of three among the many ministers 
who come into the Catholic Church every year go to the 
Beda College in Rome to prepare for the priesthood. 


We quote from the article which appeared in The 
Commonweal : 


“In the past year, 39,528 converts entered the Catholic 
Church in the United States, according to the latest report of 
‘The Official Catholic Directory.’ In the year previous, 38,232 
converts entered the Church, and the year prior to that, 36,376. 
Thus, it may be observed that there is not only a steady annual! 
increase, but there is actually an increase each year over the 
preceding year. Some confusion on this point has existed in the 
secular and Protestant press, due to the total membership of the 
Church not giving an accurate reflection of the growth, when the 
total membership of one year is compared with the year pre- 
ceding. This inaccuracy arises because, for obvious reasons, each 
diocese cannot conduct a census every year, and in the years be- 
tween censuses the last known total membership is simply re- 
peated. In most dioceses, however, a sereatim record of converts 
is kept; so that an accurate report of the numbers of these may 
be given from ‘year to year. It is rather extraordinary to record 
in connection with the above that eight dioceses, including the 
largest ones of New York and Chicago, do not keep a consoli- 
dated record of converts. If the numbers of these were known 
and were added to the above annua! totals (in which they are not 
now included) they would appreciably increase the impressive- 
ness of the figures. 


“From Rome, meanwhile, we are in receipt of a correspond- 
ence from the Reverend Francis J. McGarrigle, S. J., which 
points to the very interesting intellectual! quality of recent con- 
verts to the Catholic faith. This is said without false pride in 
intellectuality and with no intention of reflecting on the poor in 
spirit who, in the first beatitude are especially promised the 
kingdom of heaven, but simply to meet the ignorant assertion 
that the Faith appeals only to the ignorant. ‘In Rome there is 
the Beda College,’ writes our correspondent, ‘for Englishmen 
who wish to become priests at an age too advanced to be able to 
follow the long and exacting course of the ordinary ecclesiastical 
college. Amongst its students is perhaps the most successful 
one-time Anglican preacher of late years, Father Vernon John- 
son. Comet-like he has drawn hundreds of Anglicans in his 
wake. His friend, the well-known Anglican minister, Ralph 
Underwood, is on the school bench again with him; others, too, 
such as the former Anglican ministers: R. Vernon Glennie, who 
became a Catholic in January, 1930; Péter Harris, of St. Peter's 
Church, Vauxhall, and then prior in the Gold Coast mission; 
J. H. Simon, of Guernsey, a graduate of King’s College, London; 
Noel Lidderdale, a Leeds University man, later in Lincoln Theol- 
logical College; P. M. Clark, Cambridge man, head canon of 
Truro Cathedral; W. F. Harper, of Aberdeen University, officiat- 
ing in the Scotch Episcopalian Church; A. Fyfe, likewise a Scot, 
minister in the Presbyterian Church, after his course in Glas- 
gow University, at Derby and Hanley; B. Scott-James, who had 
spent eight or nine years in an Anglican religious community; 
Cyril Henslow of Cambridge University, ordained an Anglican 
minister in 1911, who subsequently servetl in a lepers’ hospital, 
and was parish priest at Newport; J. C. Thomas, who did not 
complete his studies for the ministry before he perceived that 
he should complete them in the Beda. Such are some of the 
fifty companions at present of the Harvard graduate, former 
editor of the American Church Monthly and rector of the 
Church of St. Mary the Virgin, whose conversion recently 
created such a sensation, Dr. Delany. 

“Their present number gives an average of over three non- 
Catholic ministers who every year enter the Beda to study for 
the priesthood. Since the day when Newman became a Catholic 
in 1845, almost eight hundred Anglican ministers have ascended 
into Peter's boat, an average of almost ten a year. A more 
convincing testimony to the reasonableness of the Catholic faith 
and its consonance with the history of that Church which Jesus, 
the Nazarene, established, can hardly be imagined. These men 
are and have been for the most part university graduates, A) 
most invariably, in a material and human sense they had nothing 
to gain and everything to lose. They had often to give up com- 
fortable incomes. If married, frequently the case, they could not 
continue ecclesiastical work, for which alone they had prepared 
themselves. They very often moved in the highest social circles, 
esteemed and influential. With their conversion they sacrificed 
it all, a sacrifice not only for themselves but often for 
whom they loved immeasurably more than self. 

“Other recent arrivals from the non-Catholic clergy are: 
Francis ©. keun of St. Bartholomew's Church, London: 
Octavius Davies of St. Mary's Church, Denbigshire, who won 
the military cross for gallantry during the war; Mr. Elbert W. 
Whippen, pastor of Christ Universalist Church at Middletown, 
New York, who is studying for the priesthood: Culver B. Alford. 
former rector of Calvary Episcopal Church in Cairo, New York, 
who intends to study for the priesthood in the American College 
in Rome; L. B. Holsapple, graduate of Yale and Oxford, Bpis- 
copalian minister in the United States; H. W. Cox, Angliean 
clergyman; and Theodore Penrose Fry, husband of the novelist, 
Sheila Kay-Smith, who also has become a Catholic.

THE CATHOLIC CHURCH MUST SAVE SOCIETY 


During the past century the Catholic Church alone has 
stood before the world as the staunch defender of Christian 
doctrine. Now it seems’she is the sole defender of Christian 
morals. 

Writing in the Hibbert Journal, Rever- 
end James M. Lloyd Thomas, an English 
Protestant clergyman, bears testimony to this in eloquent 
language. He says: 


Only Defender 
Of Morals 


“Whatever its past or present laxities of prac- 
tice, it is seen to be the one uncompromising corpor- 
ate witness to that ntoral code of Christianity which 
preserves Western civilization from final collapse. It 
presents the last loyalty of the human race to its own 
highest moral standards. It is the iron bulwark of 
Christianity against the overwhelming invasion of 
the corrupting neo-paganism of our times. Anglican 
and Free Church leaders may also be found who are 
rock firm for the Christian ethics, but they can com- 
mit no one except themselves. There is no authorita- 
tive moral theology, which can tell us what is the final 
judgment.of Anglicans and Free Churchmen on ques- 
tions such as marriage, divorce, birth control, com- 
panionate marriage, euthanasia, suicide. Only Rome 
speaks with one voice on such themes, and these are 
the issues of life and death, of the survival] or decline 
of the West. On these themes no one, least of all our 
belauded ‘frank’ and ‘honest’ over-sexed and promis- 
cuously-minded modern youth, can keep an open mind 
for a single hour without risk of ruin. This is the su- 
preme attraction of Rome—its moral challenge to a 
high temperance, chastity and selfscontrol. For this 
the descendants of the Ironsides and the Anglican in- 
heritors of British Catholicism should be outspokenly 
thankful.”
